ry of Nebraska said Hoover's pro- 
posals "collide directly with those 
of President Truman and congress 
and the public must decide who is 
right." 


Most Democratic party 
leaders 


avoided immediate comment 
but 


Senator Lehman (D-NY) said: "It 
appears to me to be a plea for a 
return to complete isolationism. If 
we followed President 
Hoover's 


suggestion, we 
would 
find our- 


selves isolated and without 
any 


friends in the world." 


Senators of both parties agreed 


on one thing — that last night's 
broadcast proposals by the only 
living former President would echo

'Bluntly calling the United Na- 


tions-U. S. efforts in Korea a de- 
feat, Mr. Hoover warned against 
"another Korea" in Western Eu- 
rope if this country feeds men and 
money there before the European 
countries organize their own de- 
fense.
